From meagre details avail- | 
able it appears that the would: be sportsman was either a 
person with meagre experience in bie game hunting or | 
some irresponsible youth who has little regard for wild 
life. 

When it is considered that the deer br ought here from 
the Pincher Creek area were mostly park animals and ac- 
customed to the sight of people, having little fear of them, 
it can be readily understood why the animal above men- 
tioned may have been in easy target for anyone with a 
small calibre rifle. For this reason the deer should be given 
every possible protection while roaming our farm country, 
and it is to be hoped that future incidents of this nature 
may never again occur. 

These deer were brought to the district at consider- 
able expense and it is to he hoped they will be given an 
opportunity to increase and further enhance the fine deer 
hunting which is to be had in the bush country west of the 
towns along the C and F line.

19,500 ALBERTA PERSONS 
NOW DRAWING PENSIONS 


Payments to old age and blind 
, pensioners in Alberta are being in- 
creased to $35, provincial health 
minister W. W. Cross announced, 
‘Together with extra costs, this will 
mean an additional outlay by the 
prov nce of $1,000,000 a year, he 
The increased allowances 
will be effective from May 1, 

Formerly pensioners received 
$50 a month from the provincial 
and tederal governments. The high- 
er pensions will go to 14,385 old age 
and blind pensioners on present 
lists and an additional 5,115 who 
become eligible through changes in 
the old age pensions act made at 
the present session of the House of 
Commons. This means a total of 
19,500 Alberta people will be draw- 
ing ol! age or blind pensions 

“The government of Alberta has 
decided to continue to pay out of 
provincial funds a $5 supplemen- 
tary allowance each month to all 
old age and blind pensioners of Al- 
berta, over and above the $30 pay- 
ment to be provided jointly by the 
| federal and provincial governments 
| under the latest amendment to the 
|

Cross.

ed to these citizens and their depen- 
idents as from June 1, 1947, will 
amount to a total assistance to each 
pensioner of approximately $37.50 
| per month. 

It is estimated that both govern- 
ments will spend $8,943,000 on old 
| age and blind pensioners in Alberta 
during the present fiscal year which 
ends March 31, 1948. The province's 
share of this total will be approxt- 
mately $3,300,000. This includes ap 
proximately $650,000 for medical 
and hospital services provided by 
the province, compared with $500,- 
000 estimated when the plan was 
authorized at the last session of the 
legislature. 

Dr. Cross said municipalities pay 
10 percent on the basis of the for- 
mer old age pension of $20 per 
month, When the Dominion raised 
its basis pension to $25 per month, 
no additional levy was made on the 
municipalities and there has been 
no change in the rate of charge on 
the municipalities with the federal 
pension going to $380 per month 

The municipalities have not been 
charged any part of the cost of the 
provincial supplementary pension 
of $5 per month, said the minister.

If egus are delivered to grading 
stations or stores at least twice a 
week then there is assurance of good 
quality being maintained. It is of 
little importance whether hens are 
kept indoors or are outdoors on pas- 
jture. Dark yolks, resulting from 
feeding on pasture, will lower the 
| grade if the quality is not good, but 
{not otherwise. 

Additional returns to the pro- 
ducer are obtained by attention to 
a number of small details in the pro- 
duction of eggs. Dirty eggs will 
bring less returns regardless of the 
interior quality. They will require 
very little cleaning if nests are 
clean and if the hens are kept in- 
jside in wet weather. Male birds | 
should not be kept with the flock | 
in summer. Fertile eggs start deve- | 
lopment above 68 degrees F. and | 
the quality is affected. Wire bas-' 
kets for gathering make for more 
rapid cooling of eggs. Cooling can 
be speeded up still more by put- 
ting them on trays overnight in the 
egg room before packing the next 
jday.

The Dominion Experimental! Sta- 
tion at Scott, Sask., has now two 
years of experimental evidence on 
its use in growing crops of cereal 
grains. In these experiments, var- 
ious formulations were used at dif- 
ferent strengths. In all cases it was 
found that the lowest concentra- 
tions of all formulations resulted in 
almost a complete kill of 
weeds in the growing cereal crops.
